Robert ConniD^am Bound Over. 

The examiniDg trial of Robert Cun- 
Dingham. of Lexington, cliarged with 
involuntary manilaughter. came up in 
the county court Wednesday morning 
and resulted in his being iield to the 
November ter.Ti of the Bourbon grand 
jury in the sum of $500 with his fath- 
er, G. D. Cunningham, as surety. 

Cunningham was the driver of the 
ill-fated automobile in the wreck of 
which on Tuesday night, September 5, 
near here, Glenn Elkins, of^Lexingtor, 
was killed and Howerton Gratz receiv- 
ed injuries from which he is confined 
to a LexinKton hoSP'tcl with "little 
hope of hia recovery. The v a rant for 
the arrest of Cunningham was issued 
at the instance of County Attorney 
George Batterton, who conducted the 
prosecution at the examination. 

W«rr?n Fisher, one of the four occu- 
k)&nt8 of the automobile at the time of 
the collision i Charles Coleman, the 
colored man who wm driving his 
baggy and goiiig to hit home «i the 
farm of John Brennan and who met 
the party just before the aeeldent; 
Drs. C. T. Oaugherty and W. K. Dud- 
ley, who gave medical assittance to 
the injured, and Charles Webber, were 
the witnesses who tMliM for the 
prosecution. 

Mr. Fisher, who occupied the rear 
seat with Glenn Elkins.said that white 
he could not see the speedometer of 
the automobile he thought that the 
speed was about forty miles per hour. 
The witness said that the speed rate 
was low until atfer the party passed 
Elemendorf. The party of tow left 
Lexington at about 11 :15 o'clock on 
the night of the accident. 

Coleman said that he was returning 
to his home at the time of meeting the 
automobile party. He said he first saw 
the automobile when it was on the 
Monterey hill and that he thought that 
he would be able to clear the double 
curve at Shanty Spring before the 
automobile would come op. and that 
be was compelled to pull off the road 
tc avoid a collision.

Ottawa, Ont, " * \— Rudyard 
Kipling is the latest reendt to the' 
anti-reciprocity cause. The Montreal ' 

Star got him to write a letter to the ' 
editor and it was cabled to the Star 
and printed. This is it: { 

"I don't understand how nine mil- 
lion people can enter into such ar- 
rangements as are proposed with| 
ninety million strangers on an open ' 
frontier of 4,000 miles and at the 
same time preserve their national in- 
tegrity. I 

"Ten to one is too heavy odds. Xo 
single Canadian would accept such 
odds in any private matter that was 
as vital to him personally as this is 
to the nation. 

"It is her own eoul that Canada 
risks today. Once that soul is pawn- 
ed for any consideration, Canada 
must inevitably conform to the com- 
mercial, legal, financial, social and 
ethical standards which will be im- 
posed upon her by the sheer admit- 
ted weight of the United States. 

"She might, for example, be com- 
pelled later on to admit reci^'rocity 
in the murder rate of the United 
States, which at present I believe is 
something over 160 per 1.000,000 per 
annum. 

"If these proposals had been made 
a generation ago, or if the Dominion 
were today poor, depressed and with- 
out hope, one would perhaps under- 
stand their being discussed, but Can- 
ada is none of these things. She is 
a nation, and as the lives of nations 
are reckoned will ere long bo among 
the great nations. 

"Why, then, when she has made 
herself wt*M she is, should she throw 
the enormous gifts of her inheritance 
and her future Into the hands of a 
people, who by their haste and waste 
have so dissipated their own re- 
sources that even before national 
middle age they are driven to seek 
▼irgin fields for chespsr food and Uv< 
ing? 

"Whatever the United States may 
gain, and I presume that the United 
States' proposals are not wholly al- 
truistic, I see nothing for Canada in 
reciprocity ozeopt a li^tlo ready 
money, which she does n6t nooi, and 
a very long repentance."

Deaton, in conimtiee with the 

Davison brothers and Rfuwer Combe, 
are indicted in the Breathitt court 
charged with the murder of John Ab- 
ner in Jackson. On a change of venae 
the case was tried in the Bourbon Cir- 
cuit Co'irt last November, with Special 
Judge Halbert sitting, resulting in the 
acquittal of the accused. 

On that occasion, Byrd, who defend- 
ed White for the murder of Deaton, 
assisted Attorney K. B. Franklin in 
the prosecution. 

The case on trial at Mt. Sterling ex- 
cited considerable attention on account 
of the parties concerned being con- 
nected with the Breathitt feuds. More 
than a hundred witnesses were sum- 
moned in the case.

We denounce the Republican party and the present Republican 
rtesldent, for their flagrant and willful betrayal of the trust reposed in them 
111* 1i people and call attention especially to the fact that they have 

willfully disregarded their pre-election promises to the effect that they would 
revise downward the unjust tarilT system and would relieve the maeaeoafftka 
people of the heavy burdens of unjust and unnecessary taxation. 

On the contrary the Republicans enacted the odious Pavne-Aldrich tariff 
law of 1909. pronounced by Mr. Taft to be "the best Republican tariff law ever 
passed." which law was a gross breach of the Republican President and his 
political party. This tariff law, in order to enrich the few, increased the bur- 
dens of the many, and authorized those favored few not only to coatiailb^ iMt 
to increase, their robbery of the many under the forms of law. 

Sec. 3. We point with pride to, and heartily Indorse the patriotic record 
made by the present Democratic members of Congress and Democratic Sena- 
tors, in their efforts over determined Republican opposition to, in good faith, 
redeem the promises 'of the Democratic party to repeal unjust and oppressive 
Republican laws, and to enact wise and just laws for the benefit of the^great 
masses of the people, and we invite all to contrast the aims and record of the 
Democrats in the house and senate of the present session of congraas iMth the 
aims and record of the Republicans and especially with the Repnblican ses- 
sion of 1909 which enacted the Payne-Aldrich tariff law.

Kentucky is, and of right ought to be^ a Democratic sUte, and the 
Democratic party in anpealing for the support of the electorate of thd state 
eagerly invitees an intelligent comparison of the records It has made with those 
made by*its political adversary during the temporary occasions It has con- 
trolled the affairs of the state. , 

As against the Republican record in Kentucky of assassination, bloodshed 
and disregard of law, we present the Democratic picture of peace, scrupulous 
regard for human life and a strict observance of, and respect for law; as 
against an empty treasury and rejection and shaving of honest demands 
against the state, we present a picture of a magnificent state capitol erected 
and paid for without any extra tax, and every just claim against the state 
promptly met and paid in full; as agnnst platform ple ges and promices bro- 
ken and made to be broken, we present a record of all pledges and promises 
faithfully kept; as against hypocrisy, demagogy and incompetency we present 
a record of sincerity, fidelity, competency and statesmanship.

We favor such laws aa will, under appropriate penaltleis, destroy 
all corrupt lobbying seeking to influence any lei^ilatlva body la the Conuaon- 
wealth on the subject of legislation or the election cM. oSeefa bar lt> er te sny 
other matter; but we recognise the constitntlonal right of the peapla to peti- 
tion and to be impartially heard on all questions. 

Sec. 9. We favor, under wise and proper restrlctkMia, the eraatkai fA a 
State Utilities Commission, having ample powers to discharge ita dutiea. 

Sec. 10. We favor a change in the preaent method of selecting the prlaoa 
ccMnmissioners of the state, and the removal of all poUtica from the manage- 
ment of penal Institutions. While commending the present board of prison 
commissioners for its successfuf management of the institutions under its care, 
we recognize that the system of election by the legislature, under which they 
are elected, is unwise, and we therefore favor such a change as will place their 
appointments in the hands of the governor, subject to confirmation by the sen- 
ate, or some other method such as the general assembly may provide. 

Sec. 11. We favor a law requiring that a uniform system of accounting 
be installed and conducted in all public ofllcea Charged With the ccdlaetfcHi aad 
disbursement of public moneys. 

Sec. 12. We favor the general assembly submitting to a vote of the people 
wljether or not they desire to adopt an amendment of our State Constitution 
broadening the powers of the general assembly, so that it may classify prop- 
erty for the purposes of taxation; but we are opposed to any law x\\e effect of 
which would be to lighten the burdens of taxation on the wealthy and on cor- 
porations at the expense of the poor, the farmer or the laboring man. 

Sec. 13. Temperance is essentially a moral, non-poiitical and social qnea- 
tion, and should not be made a partisan issue between political parties. 

We favor the extension of the present local option law, as applied to the 
sale of liquors, whic h has been upheld by cur highest court as valid and con- 
stitutional, so that the citizens of each and every county in the state may de- 
termine for themselves whether spiritous, vincus or n^alt liquors may be sold 
therein. 

Sec. 14. We favor organization and co-operation amcng the farmers and 
laborers of the state, and the enactment of such constitutional laws as will 
protect them from the greed and oppression of tlie trus»^s and monopolies of 
the country, which are the direct fault of Republic;- n legis'ation. 

Sec. 15. We favor such wise and conservative laws as will encourage road 
an4 bridge building in Kentucky, and we favor reasonable state aid for the 
construction of roads and bridges, but only on conditlcn that each county or 
legal community, which is primarily teneflted snail first do Its part and dis- 
chaw its duty to itself in this regard. 

Sec. 16. We favor the creation, removed from politics, of a department of 
banking, providing for competent inspection of all our state financial institu- 
tions, and similar to the ayatcan now existing for national banks. 

Sec. 17. We favor the enactment of such wise laws aa will pnt into efleet 
all sections and provisions of the State Coaatitntloa, and we dacfauga that wa 
are in favor of the eaforcemeat of all laws. 

See. 18. We favor the eaaetasent of wlae lawa for the protection from ac- 
cident and injury of all laborers engaged hi hasardona employmenta. *aBd we 
favor a wise, conservative law regulating the arbitratloa of labor atrlkea and 
disputes. 

Sec. 19. We favor a law prohibiting peonage and' female dave traffic, re- 
gardless of color. 

Sec. 20. We are opposed to all moba and lyncbings aad are In thvor of 

imposing the severest penalty possible, under our Constitution, on all officers 

who fail to protect prisoners Intrusted to their keeping. 

Sec. 21. The Dem.oc ratio party has always been the party of religious, as 
well as civil liberty, in Kentucky and in the republic. It refers with pride to 
its noble and consistent record on this important question, so "dear to every 
true American heart." We are in full accord, both in letter and in spirit, with 
the teachings of Thomas Jefferson, the founder of our party, on this question, 
and with the provisions of our State and Federal Constitutions, and we are 
unalterably opposed to raising any religiooa teet aa a aaaUflcatkm for boMttag 
any office in the state or nation. »

The cultivation of the previous 
i season has developed available plant 
} food that the crop did not use. Much 
of this may be lost by leaching. A 
cover crop will bind the soil and pre- 
vent washing. It will use up the avail- 
able plant food left by the preceding 
crop. This will be returned to the soil 
whether the over crop is turned under 
or pastured. The roots of the cover 
crop greatly improve the physicial 
condition of the soil, especially ia thib 
true of rye. Fields of poor tilth arc 
sometimes put in good coodition i»> 
one rye cover crop. 

Rye is the beet noo-lesaniiioas crop 
in Kentucy. ^^be iMd ii cbsap. It 
will grow Mrm wide variety of soils. 
Ic noay be sown as tarty as Septembei 
1 or as late as November 1. It wiL 
make a better growth oa winter soik 
than any other winter cover erop* yet , 
it responds to the use of fertilizers 
and manures. When 4 to 6 inches hieh 
it i« a most excellent pasture for pigs, 
while in its later <=!tage8 it is a splen- 
did pasture for all animals. The ren:- 
nants may be turned under in time to 
prepare th«» ground for the next crop. 
The Experimental Station mak<=*s a 
practice of sowing rye in the corn 
ground. This is pastured and the 
ground then prepared for cowpeas ( r 
soy beans, which are plantcJ about 
June first. This crop comes on in ' time
